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Bands of 30A Storm Relief Brings 
Aid to Hurricane Victims 


Tosupport their neighbors displaced by 
the recent hurricanes, Casey Kearney 
and April Roach—with the help of 30A 
Event Planning—hosted a fundraiser 
and invited local businesses to give 
back. The Bands of 30A Storm Relief 
Concert was held at the Gulf Place 
amphitheater on Sunday, September 
17, and all proceeds from the event 
were donated to Matthew 25 Ministries, 
an international humanitarian aid and 
disaster relief organization, who had 
volunteers aiding Houston and Florida 
Keys hurricane victims at the time of 
the events. 


A crowd of 1,000 people gathered 
to enjoy live music by local artists 
throughout the day. The lineup included 
Kearney, the Allman Goldflies Band, 
Chris Alvarado, Dread Clampitt, the 
Forrest Williams Band, Sam Jackson, 
Scott Crompton, the BluJays, and Will 
Thompson. With sound and equipment 
support provided by G2 Entertainment 
and Scott Crompton, the concert went 
off without a hitch. 


The Santa Rosa Beach community 
was a huge factor in making this event 
come to fruition so quickly. Sponsors 
included 30A, 30A Event Planning, 30A 
Life Photography, 30A Soft Spot, Alive 
and Kicking - Kickbike, Artists at Gulf 
Place, Better Homes and Gardens Real

“The event was put together very 
quickly, but because of the generosity 
of the community and eagerness to 
help, it was more successful than we 
ever imagined,” said Kearney. 


Although 30A Storm Relief was free 
to attend, concertgoers were asked 
to make a $10 donation for full day 
access to the festivities. Grayton Beach 
Catering helped raise funds by plating 
meals for sale, with 100 percent of the 
proceeds going toward the relief fund. 
Oyster City, Bayou Bill’s, and Stinky’s 
Fish Camp were also on site to provide 
guests with libations. 


Altogether, the event raised a grand 
total of $13,000 for Matthew 25 
Ministries, all of the money going 
directly to aid those affected in Houston 
and the Florida Keys. 


In addition to monetary donations, 
guests were encouraged to stop by 
the OneBlood Bus to give blood. The 


OneBlood Employees expected 12- 
15 people to donate, but the event 
superseded their expectations with 34 
donors throughout the day. In turn, 
OneBlood was able to help 102 patients 
in need of blood in one day. 


“Every two seconds someone needs 
blood,” said OneBlood representative 
Justin Malan. “The blood donated at 
Bands of 30A Storm Relief’s blood drive 
was likely transfused into a patient 


within 48 to 72 hours. The turnaround is 
that fast, and the need is that constant.” 


Bands of 30A, a newly formed 
organization, is designed to connect the 
amazing talent of the Emerald Coast to 
the area’s venues, locals and visitors. 
They hope to come together to do more 
charity events like this in the future.

Family of Fallen Soldier Raises 
Over $20,000 at Destin Beach SK 


Early on the morning of September 30, over 125 
runners met on the beach to remember Army Set. 
lst Class Andrew Weathers, a 7th Special Forces 
Group soldier who was killed in Afghanistan three 
years earlier. 


The group of racers and their friends and family 
gathered quietly in front of the Crab Trap, where 
45 American flags were placed in the sand, one for 
every Army 7th Special Forces Group soldier killed 
since September 11, 2001. 


Weathers’ niece and nephew sang the national 
anthem, and organizers presented an honor flag to 
the family of another fallen 7th Group soldier, Army 
Staff Sgt. Mark De Alencar, who died in combat in 
April. 


Next, the racers took their marks and set off for a 
5K run along the blue-green waters of the Gulf of 
Mexico. Many carried large American flags. 
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“It was so inspiring to see the wonderful 
turnout to remember Andrew and 
honor all the soldiers who have given 
their lives to protect our freedoms,” 
said Mike Weathers, Andrew’s father. 
“We want all families of fallen soldiers 
to know their loved ones will never be 
forgotten, just like Andrew.” 


This is the third year the Andrew 
Weathers Memorial Foundation has 
hosted its Never Forget Run fundraiser, 
and the first time they held one in 
Northwest Florida, where Andrew 
Weathers was stationed with the 7th 
Special Forces Group (Airborne). 


Weathers was killed in action in 
Afghanistan on September 30, 2014, 
while defending against a Taliban 
attack. He was 30 years old. 


Over 8,000 highly trained U.S. military 
Special Operations personnel are 
deployed in more than 80 countries 
across the globe at any time. This 
includes the Army’s Special Forces, 
known as the Green Berets. Special 
Operations make up about five percent 
of the U.S. military, but have accounted 
for over half the U.S. military casualties 
since 2015, according to a recent report 
in The New York Times. 

The Andrew Weathers Memorial 
Foundation began in 2015 when 
Andrew’s parents, Mike and Carrie 
Weathers, still reeling from their loss, 
decided to try to make a difference for 
other families of fallen soldiers. 


In the tumultuous days after they 
learned the news of their son’s death, 
his body was returned to the states and 
he was buried with honors at Arlington 
National Cemetery. After the ceremony, 
the family traveled over 1,000 miles 
back to their home in Ball, Louisiana, 


unsure when they would be able to be 
by their son’s graveside again. 


They soon realized the Army didn’t 
have a program to help families return 
to Arlington to visit their loved ones’ 
graves. They wanted to help. 


Since then, the organization has raised 
over $95,000 and sent four families on 
trips to Arlington, including airfare, 
lodging, food and more. 


This year’s fundraising effort far 
exceeded last year’s total of $8,000, 
and organizers hope the foundation will 
only continue to grow. 


“We felt driven to do this and hope that 
we are able to make a difference in 
many more families’ lives,” said Carrie 
Weathers.

Negligence, Legislative Cowardice to 
Blame for Death of 12 at Nursing Home

The elderly residents who languished in sweat- 
box misery at a Hollywood, Florida, nursing home 
after Hurricane Irma were the victims of sickening 
negligence—but whose? 


Gov. Rick Scott blames the operators of the 
Rehabilitation Center at Hollywood Hills for waiting 
too long to dial 911, and for failing to evacuate 
suffering patients to the trauma-level hospital 
across the street. 


Nursing home officials blame the governor, state 
emergency planners and the power company for a 
fatally sluggish response to their calls for assistance. 


No matter what the investigations reveal, the frail 
and helpless who perished—now numbering 12— 
were chiefly the victims of legislative cowardice. 


It’s not a mere oversight that Florida nursing homes 
and assisted-living facilities aren’t required to have 
generators for air-conditioning units. That’s how the 
industry wanted it. Generators, as you know, are 
expensive 


And it’s not as if lawmakers didn’t comprehend that 
a massive hurricane blackout might expose ailing 
seniors to life-threatening heat and dehydration. 
Everyone knew, but few had the spine to take on 
the Florida Health Care Association, the powerful 
nursing home lobby. 


Some tried, though. An autopsy of their past efforts 
was depressingly recounted in The Miami Herald 
following the tragedy in Hollywood Hills. 


After Hurricane Wilma socked South Florida 12 
years ago and caused prolonged power outages, 
concerned legislators proposed a bill that would have 
required some, but not all, nursing homes to have 
generators large enough to run air conditioners. 


What a radical investment for a residential long- 
term care facility—back-up power so that your 
patients don’t die of heatstroke. 


Guess what happened to that idea in the halls of the 
Capitol. It landed D.O.A. 


So supporters offered a modest compromise, a pilot 
program covering only five counties. It would have 
allocated $57 million in public funds to reimburse 
some nursing-home operators 50 percent of the cost 
of new generators, if they agreed to accept residents 
evacuated from other facilities. 


In other words, taxpayers would be subsidizing these 
senior-care facilities to buy equipment that should 
have been mandatory before they opened their 
doors. A fifty-fifty payout seemed like a sweet deal 
for the industry, but evidently not sweet enough. 


The legislation sailed through the state House of 
Representatives without a single dissenting vote 
and then crashed in the Senate. 


One of the doomed bill’s House sponsors, former 
Rep. Dan. Gelber, summed up that shameful 
episode bleakly. “The Legislature is horrible when 
it comes to everything that doesn’t have a tragedy 
behind it,” he told the Herald. “They have one now.” 


Big time. And it could have been much worse. 


Florida has 685 nursing homes and 3,109 assisted- 
living facilities with widely varying levels of electrical 
capacity and backup equipment. Officials said 40 
nursing homes and 195 ALFs evacuated thousands 
of people in the days after Irma hit. 


Power outages and deteriorating living conditions 
prompted most of those evacuations. Five days after 
the hurricane passed, 56 nursing homes still had 
no commercial power. 


Some critics have assailed Florida Power & Light for 
not prioritizing emergency line repairs to elder-care 
facilities, as it does for hospitals. 


But it’s hard to imagine a day when the utilities 
can magically flip a switch and restore electricity 
to all 3,794 nursing homes and ALFs, before any 
harm comes to aged residents and patients. Major 
hurricanes cause major blackouts, always. 


The simple answer is generators. Senior facilities 
are required to have them for lights and crucial 
medical equipment, so why not for air conditioners? 
What unfolded in Hollywood was a hellish ordeal for 
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patients and their families. Now it’s a hellish scandal 
for politicians and the long-term care industry that 
keeps shoveling them those campaign checks. 


Gov. Scott, who usually opposes the smallest 
inconvenience on business, took action less than 
a week after Irma’s departure. He announced an 
emergency rule directing all ALFs and nursing 
homes to install generators that can keep air- 
conditioners running for a minimum of 96 hours 
after the power goes out. 


Meanwhile, several lawmakers began drafting new 
bills to make the air-conditioning mandate for 
senior facilities a state law. 


So all it took to awaken the dormant conscience gene 
in Tallahassee was the sight of dead grandmothers 
and dead grandfathers being wheeled out of a 
sweltering nursing home. 


How does any legislator watch that video without 
horror and shame? Next time it happens, one of 


those victims might be someone they love. 


They should think about that—not the check they 
got—when the bill comes up for a vote.

Nothing Funny About Cam Newton’s 
Comments to Female Reporter

It wasn’t funny. 


Cam Newton thought it was. The charismatic 
quarterback of the Carolina Panthers was 
responding to a perfectly acceptable sports question 
from a reporter for the Charlotte Observer. 


The question was about a receiver and his pass routes. 
The reporter was a woman. 


‘It’s funny to hear a female talk about routes,” 
Newton said, “like ... “—he gave a long, exaggerated 
smile and chuckled to himself—‘it’s funny.” 


As he would later admit, the joke was on him. 
Newton was properly lambasted by the press and 
social media, admonished by his own league, and 
dropped as a spokesperson for Dannon yogurt. 


Some of this was for his comment and some for his lack 
of an immediate apology. The reporter, 25-year-old 
Jourdan Rodrigue, sought Newton out after the press 
conference and asked privately why he thought her 
question was funny. According to Rodrigue, Newton 
did not say he was sorry. He did question whether she 
(or other reporters) had the ability to recognize pass 
routes. At the end of their brief exchange, Rodrigue 
asked whether Newton even knew her name. She 
had introduced herself a year earlier and had been 
covering the team every day since. 
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He admitted he didn’t. 
That’s less funny than his first comment. 


Here’s why this matters. Forty years ago this week, a 
female reporter for Sports Illustrated named Melissa 
Ludtke was denied access to the Yankees locker 
room during the 1977 World Series, because she was 
a woman. She sued Major League Baseball, claiming 
her 14th Amendment rights to equal protection had 
been violated. 


She won the case. And sports journalism changed 
forever. Which does not mean it immediately 
improved. Women were continually harassed 
and demeaned, even by figures we hold in high 
esteem. 


Red Smith of The New York Times wrote that 
Ludtke had “struck a note of low comedy” by 
contending in court that she could not cover 
the World Series unless she could “watch Reggie 
Jackson undress.” 


In other words, like Newton, Smith found something 
funny that was actually insulting. And he was a 
sportswriter. 


Things weren’t any better 13 years later, when 
a Boston Herald reporter named Lisa Olson was 
sexually harassed in the New England Patriots locker 
room, with players fondling their private parts and 
making lewd comments. 
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That same year, in the Tigers clubhouse, Jack 
Morris told a female Free Press writer that he didn’t 
talk to women when he was naked “unless they’re 
on top of me or I’m on top of them.” 


When the Free Press lodged a complaint, Bo 
Schembechler, then the Tigers president, blamed 
the newspaper for sending a woman, saying, “no 
female member of my family would be inside a men’s 
locker room regardless of their job description.” 


By the way, these are all people I knew and admired. 
Smith was a legend. I covered Jack for years. Bo 
became a good friend. 


That is even more reason why I need to stand up 
for Rodrigue and other female sports journalists— 
women like Helene St. James, the fine Detroit 
Red Wings writer, Jennifer Hammond from Fox 
2, Christine Brennan from USA TODAY and many 
others—who have the exact same demands put on 
them as their male counterparts, but have to deal 
with so much more baggage. 


It’s not funny. And it’s not fair. 


Ask those women how many times they get their 
credentials scrutinized (as if every female’s dream 
is to sneak into a sweaty locker room) or get their 
questions ignored, or get pelted with nasty sexist 
comments whenever they write something a male 
reader doesn’t agree with. 


It’s a weekly if not daily occurrence. Sports has 
long been a male kingdom, where the starting point 
wasn’t even, “Why are you women interested in 
reporting?” It was more like, “Why aren’t you in a 
short skirt and pom-poms?” 


That’s why it matters what Newton says. Ultimately 
he issued a video apology on his Twitter account. He 
said his choice of words was “extremely degrading” 
and “disrespectful to women.” He apologized and 
told young people: “Don’t be like me. Be better than

me. 


That’s a fine mea culpa. And if we aspire to be 
forgiving, we should accept Newton at his word. 


The only thing missing was the name Jourdan 
Rodrigue. Perhaps if Newton had learned it better, 
perhaps ifall athletes learned the names ofjournalists 
who cover them the way the journalists learn theirs, 
these incidents wouldn’t happen, because first you 
learn a name, then you get to know someone, then 
you find out they know more than enough to analyze 
a pass route. 


The 14th Amendment, invoked 40 years ago by a 
female reporter, is at the core of things NFL players 
are protesting right now. You must give respect if 
you expect to get it. And know the difference between 
funny and just plain sad.

Common Sense 
Still Matters

“Common sense in an uncommon 
degree is what the world calls wisdom.”

Common sense is a rare commodity 
these days. 


Our political leaders don’t seem 
to value anything that even seems 
normal. 


It doesn’t make much sense _ to 
constantly boast about our military 
strength. It’s universally accepted 
that we have the largest and most 
powerful armies and arsenals in the 
world (even if we are a bit stretched 
right now). Our power is always more 
obvious when we lead by example. It 
was a republican president 100 years 
ago who advised to “Speak softly and 
carry a big stick.” That actually makes 
sense. 


It was a republican president—the 
last general who served as president— 
who, in a warning about the military 
industrial complex, said in 1953: 
“Every gun that is made, every 
warship launched, every rocket fired 
signifies, in the final sense, a theft 
from those who hunger and are not 
fed, those who are cold and are not 
clothed.” That actually makes sense. 


Politicians talk about fiscal 
responsibility as though it’s some sort 
of policy issue. Fiscal responsibility 
is just a matter of common sense. 
Just like with personal finances—you 
should spend less money than you 
earn. You should keep a balanced 
checkbook. You should save money for 
a rainy day. Fiscal responsibility isn’t 
some sort of laudable conservative 
theory—it’s just common sense. 


And the conservative politicians are 
no more fiscally conservative than 
anyone else. They just spend more 
time talking about it. We now have 
numerous wars going on around the 
world, we're apparently girding for 
more, and we’re basically paying for 
them with credit cards. That actually 
doesn’t make sense. 


Our religious leaders take stances on 
subjects that are difficult to reconcile 
with the teachings they espouse. The 
wars being fought around the world 
are almost all religious in nature. 
Christians, Animists, Hindus, Sikhs, 
Shiite Muslims, Sunni Muslims, 
Yazidi, Serbian Orthodox Christians, 


Levis, Yarsan, Macedonian Orthodox 
Christians, Catholics, Wahhabi and 
Sufi Muslims, and even Buddhists. 
I’m not a religious scholar—I’m not 
even religious—but I doubt that the 
core tenets of any of these religions 
involve war and terror. 


Our country is currently retreating 
from the accords of the Geneva 
Climate Conference. The fact that 
climate change is a threat to our 
planet is established. 


The scientific community is convinced. 
To those who think that the earth is 
not threatened by global warming, 
picture our country in 1900. 


The urbanization of the U.S. over the 
past century—networks of highways, 
automobiles, planes, industrial plants, 
sprawling expanses of concrete and 
asphalt—all these changes and more 
have had an effect on our climate. This 
is no more of a theory than knowing 
that water boils at 212 degrees. 


Even if climate change were a hoax, 
the steps that need to be taken to 
combat the warming of the earth—like 
solar and wind power, cleaner fuels, 
responsible farming and renewable 
sources of food—all these endeavors 
are good ideas anyway. That is 
common sense. 


The political climate has made anyone 
who dares criticize our country 
subject to withering criticism. A third 
of our population chants “USA! USA! 
USA!” as though we’re living in some 
sort of international athletic contest. 


We're pretty good at _ athletics. 
Unfortunately, when it comes to other 
quantifiable contests, we’re not so good. 
“We’re number one! We’re number one!” 
rings hollow when you consider that 
among developed nations, the U.S. is 
ranked 54th in education expenditures, 
44th in healthcare efficiency and 19th 
in national satisfaction. We are ranked 
highly in other areas—#1 in people 
imprisoned. #3 in automobile deaths. 
#5 in divorce rates. #6 in drug crimes. 
#5 in divorce rates. #5 in obesity. #2 in 
child poverty. #1 in anxiety disorders 


(go figure). 


The sort of nationalistic isolationism 
that has captivated our country needs 
to be tempered with the understanding 
that it’s not enough to just proclaim 
our country to be “great.” We’ve got 
to make to make it great. A dose of 
common sense would help with that.

Are We Still Reaching 
for the Stars?

For the past 200 years, nearly every 
generation has been presented with 
distinguished new horizons in terms 
of culture, technology and knowledge. 
Humans are always living right on 
the frontier of it all. And the further 
along we go, the faster things change. 
The big question that weighs on every 
modern mind is how much further 
can we go? 


Only a century before today, in New 
Zealand, Ernest Rutherford began 
conducting research that led later 
to the discovery of the splitting of 
an atom, or nuclear fission. The 
knowledge of nuclear fission and the 
advent of nuclear physics resulted in 
everything from radiation detectors 
and radioactive tracers for diagnosing 
heart disease to the Manhattan 
Project in 1942 that worked secretly 
to develop the first atomic bomb. 


Humanity was suddenly making sense 
of an idea, at the time so abstract, 
capable of causing mass destruction 
of unseen measure, but that had 
the potential for medical and energy 
breakthroughs most had yet to even 
imagine. 


One hundred and fifty years ago, 
doctors had just learned that washing 
hands and medical utensils with soap 
and hot water drastically decreased 
the number of patients catching 
infections and disease in their clinics. 
And 100 years before that, in the 
mid-1700s, the idea of transportation 
that didn’t involve the work of an 
animal would have, at the very least, 
raised a concerned eyebrow by family 
members and peers in any part of 
the world. Electricity would have 
been regarded as sorcery until people 
inevitably rationalized the benefits 
of power—as they always do with 
innovation. 


Until recently, men of great wealth 
were not prepared to invest their riches 
in pipedreams. Religion satisfied the 
imagination of the majority, and many 
of the most basic luxuries enjoyed 
today would have likely been viewed 


then as sinful, or not of God, if not 


simply impossible. 


After all, prior to using soap and hot 
water for sanitizing, doctors believed 
an illness was an imbalance of bad air 
and evil spirits. Agriculture was at the 
whim of God, so naturally famine was 
accepted as an unpreventable plight 
and only a fool would try and improve 
or undermine a divine plan, outside of 
simply praying for the best. 


The idea that people could invent 
the answers to their own prayers 
by applying the scientific method 
would have been regarded as highly 
blasphemous. And if someone were to 
insist on it in the 18th century, they’d 
likely receive a prison sentence or 
worse. 


Despite the stubbornness of wealthy, 
religious men not being receptive to 
change, in a very short time (and with 
limited funds), engineers, scientists, 
programmers and artists have diligently 
worked to envision and reshape the 
world to serve the values of humans. 


Science doesn’t have an agenda to 
make us live longer lives, nor does 
it have an agenda to create nuclear 
explosions that wipe out thousands of 
lives. Humans have these motives and 
use natural resources and science 
to carry out their goals. This is why 
values will play a huge role in the 
infrastructure of the future. 


As quickly as the world is moving, 
the survival and advancement of 
civilization depends on values that 
promote individual liberty and global 
prosperity, and alleviate global 
suffering. Nationalistic values are not 
viable for a global world with global 
problems. There isn’t a nationalistic 
solution to global warming, nor is 
there one for the workplace being 
replaced by computers. 


Building border walls, ignoring climate 
science and clean energy alternatives 
to oil, valuing myths over individual 
freedoms and human life—these are 
just a few examples of ways we are 
currently not reaching for the stars.

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Family Tradition - 
Everything’s OK with TK Bardwell

In the fall of 2015, I attended the 
Outlaw Country Tribute Concert at 
Seaside Repertory Theatre. In the 
midst of all the faces, there was one 
in particular who looked familiar, but 
I just couldn’t place him. When he was 
introduced, my jaw hit the floor and I 
watched with glee as Duke Bardwell’s 
face lit up. 


That was the first time I saw Duke’s 
son TK Bardwell perform, and it 
was far from his last performance in 
Beachcomberland. He and his family 
returned to the area in 2015, and TK 
has been steadily growing a name 
for himself as a performer, often 
sharing the stage with Kyle Ogle, Mark 
Gillespie, and his father. 


“I have always been around (music),” 
TK says. “With my dad being Duke 
Bardwell, my earliest memories are 
being in Louisiana when he was 
working a couple of jobs and was 
actively playing. My perception was 
that he was playing all the time, and 
we would often go with him. With it 
being kind of a different world in the 
early ‘80s, I was left to kind of roam 
around the festival grounds and at his 


gigs.” 


TK soaked in how people reacted to 
Duke’s performances. “At an early 
age, I saw how people would respond 
to him and how he could affect people. 
It definitely got me interested early 
on.” That interest didn’t quite morph 
into picking an instrument until high 
school, when Dad taught TK a few 
chords on the guitar and TK took up 
the drums. 


At 20, he found his voice to chase off 
boredom, “I was driving around broke 
in this little piece of crap car, my radio 
quit, and I didn’t have any money to 
fix it,” says TK. “I was commuting to 
my job each day, and it was like 40 
miles each way—and it was horrible. 
So I started singing just to entertain 
myself. It was then, over a period of 
month, that I thought, Maybe I’m not 
that bad.” 


The timing worked out. Around that 
time, Duke was recording his Angel’s 
Wings album in Austin, Texas. “He flew 
me out there to sing harmony on the 
title song. He wrote that while he was 
with me in the seat next to him in the 


U-Haul driving down to Florida. At the 
time I was like four—I don’t really have 
a memory of it, but by the time we got 
to central Florida, I had the chorus and 
I was singing it with him. So, at 20, I 
got to sing it with him for real. 


“For the next 15 years, I hardly did 
anything with music,” TK admits. 
“But then I moved back here in March 
of 2015, and I started playing a little 
bit with Kyle and sitting in, and then 
playing a little bit more regularly, then 
playing with Dad. And it just kind of 
picked up from there. 


“My Mother was in my ear early on that 
music was not the way to go, that I was 
going to college, getting a real job. I 
think Dad was frustrated because he 
felt like I had talent that wasn’t being 
utilized at all, cultivated, cared for... 
that I wasn’t being a good steward of 
the talent.” 


TK kept his promise to his mother, 
though. “I was able to move down 
here and work from my home office. I 
went to college, got a ‘big boy’ job and 
everything. But I’m also playing music 
so it’s the best of both worlds.” 


When I ask him about potentially being 
in his father’s shadow, TK doesn’t 
miss a beat. “I’m honored to be in his 
shadow.” 


TK hopes to have some original songs 
in the pipelines and suspects his kids 
might continue the family tradition— 
especially college-aged Erin and eight- 
year-old Teagan. 


“She is very focused on what she is 
doing,” TK says of Erin. “But she is 
a better singer than me or Dad ever 
could aspire to be.” As for Teagan, she 
is described as a constantly moving 
ball of energy, “a natural performer. All 
she wants to do is dance and sing.” 


TK Bardwell can often be found 
performing at the Red Bar in Grayton 
Beach, one of his favorite places. 
“People come to hear the music and 
are engaged,” he says. “But one of the 
reasons is it’s a comfort zone. Dad’s 
friend opened the Paradise Cafe in the 
building that is now the Red Bar. My 
first job, that I got paid five bucks for, 
was sitting back in that kitchen and 
crumbling bacon into bits for their 
baked potatoes. I’ve got a long history 
with that building.”

Pinewood Smile is the four-piece 
supergroup’s biggest album in terms of 
raw sound and diversity of style. The 
electric guitars are as heavy hitting 
and prominent as ever, but Justin and 
Dan Hawkins execute some fantastic 
acoustic work toward the end. You can 
always hear what’s going on with the 
orchestration on the drums, and Rufus 
Tiger Taylor (son of Queen’s Roger 
Taylor) sounds perfect on every track. 


“All the Pretty Girls” kicks the 
band’s fifth album right open 
with aggressively sexy guitar riffs 
reminiscent of Led Zeppelin and 
vocal harmonies that recall early 
Queen. The uptempo “Buccaneers of 
Hispaniola” is a fine example of how 
over-the-top the Darkness can be and 
how well they do it. “Solid Gold” is a 
hilariously self-aware title that has the 
most classic rock feel on the album, 
and the relaxed yet fast-paced chord 
progressions and melodic vocals of 
“Lay Down with Me, Barbara” had me 
playing the track repeatedly. 


Pinewood Smile, like all of the 
Darkness’ albums, is a delightfully 
heavy yet lighthearted release that 
will be enjoyed by any rock ‘n roll 
enthusiast.

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When Springfield, Ohio, born and 
raised Griffin House left for college, 
he shocked his family by turn turning 
down a sports scholarship to focus 
on music. The talented high school 
athlete took his $100 guitar and taught 
himself how to play and write songs. It 
proved to be a good choice—over 
10 years later, House has definitely 
learned how to play and write a song. 


After graduating, House moved to 
Nashville and independently released 
his first album, Upland (2003). His 
music attracted national attention, 
leading House to sign with Vancouver- 
based label Nettwerk, and he released 
Lost & Found in 2004. In August of 
that year, CBS Sunday Morning music 
journalist Bill Flanagan raved about 
the album—‘“I was knocked out.” 


Several self-released albums followed, 
most on Griffin’s imprint Evening 
Records. He’s toured extensively, 
opening for artists such as Ron 
Sexsmith, Patti Scialfa, Josh 
Ritter, John Mellencamp, Mat Kearney 
and the Cranberries. 


In 2007, House put out Flying Upside 
Down, produced by Jeff Trott and 
featuring Mike Campbell and Benmont 
Tench, elevating House to headliner 
status and garnering commercial and 
critical acclaim with his intelligent, 
heartfelt lyrics and melodies in such 
songs as “The Guy Who Says Goodbye 
to You Is Out of His Mind” and “Better 
Than Love.” 
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House followed with 2010’s Learner 
and 2013’s BALLS. His song “The Way 
I Was Made” from Lost & Found was 
featured in ESPN’s Fan Hall of Fame 
commercial—fitting for the athletically 
gifted House. Late in 2014, House 
released Songs for a Prisoner, a 
five-song EP recorded live inside a 
Tennessee prison. 


‘Thad no illusions that my performance 
would be anything like Johnny Cash’s 
Live at Folsom Prison,” says House. 
“It turned out I was wrong. They were 
hopping and hollering and singing 
along and really seemed to be enjoying 
themselves. I’m glad we recorded it.” 


The  always-busy House _ also 
completed a series of theater shows 
in the past few years, notably The 
Cash Legacy: A Musical Tribute to 
the Man in Black. He contributed a 
cover of “Barricades of Heaven” to 
the Jackson Browne tribute album 
Looking Into You. 


While steadily on the road, House 
also took time to record his next 
studio album. So On and So Forth is 
a collection of original tunes that old 
and new fans will consider some of his 
best work.

Then we made our way to the giant corn bin.

In 
fact, it was hard dragging him out so that we 
could get some lunch. 


Speaking of food, there were two food trailers.

Northwest Florida Ballet Celebrates Season 48

The Northwest Florida Ballet 
celebrates its 48th anniversary 
during the 2017-18 season. Since 
its inception, the NFB has reached 
395,000 patrons at 448 main stage 
productions, 60,000 patrons at 72 
free outdoor performances, 20,000 
children at 90 lecture-demonstrations 
in Okaloosa and Walton counties, 
3,000 local children performing in The 
Nutcracker for 38 consecutive years, 
and 10,000 special needs children and 
young adults at performances tailored 
to their needs. 


Since 1969, the Northwest Florida 
Ballet has been the preeminent ballet 
school on the Emerald Coast. It was 
founded by Bernadette Clements Sims 
who is considered one of the pioneers 
of dance in the state of Florida. Her 
first dance studio was located on 
Chicago Avenue in Fort Walton Beach. 
Sims had auditioned at the age of 18 
for George Balanchine and placed 
third in a regional audition for study 
at the School of American Ballet in 
New York City. She also studied with 
Robert Joffrey and Richard Englund 
and performed with the Mobile Ballet, 
the New Orleans Ballet, and the 
Birmingham Ballet. 


Todd Eric Allen, an Emerald Coast 
native who graduated from Fort 
Walton Beach High in 1984, met 
Sims when he was 14. While playing 
football at Bruner Junior High School,

he fractured his hip and partially 
tore his hamstring. For therapy, his 
doctor sent Allen and his sister to 
Sims’ ballet school. It was there that 
Allen began training in classical ballet 
and performed in the first Nutcracker 
production. 


“I did not want to go to ballet at 
first,” says Allen. “I wore shorts and 
my football socks.” He took an adult 
ballet class and then other classes. 
Within six months, he was taking the 
ballet company class. After his first 
performance in Giselle, Allen fell in 
love with it. “I just got caught up in 
it. It was like football with the crowd 
yelling when someone scored. I loved 
football and still do. I did take a little 
harassment from some of the players.” 


Ayear after starting ballet, Allen received 
a scholarship to train in the summer 
with the Joffrey Ballet School in New 
York City. There he met Dorothy Lister, 
head of the Children’s Program at the 
Joffrey Ballet School. Lister encouraged 
Allen and gave him a foundation. He 
attended the Joffrey Ballet School every 
summer for five years. Allen also notes 
that Sybil Lebhertz sponsored him and 
helped him attend the school every 
summer. “It would not have happened 
without her.” 


Upon high school graduation, Allen 
attended Virginia Intermont College 
on scholarship and danced with 
the Bristol Ballet. It was there that 
he met his wife Shari. At the end of 


his sophomore year, he joined the 
Louisville Ballet. After dancing in 
Louisville, Allen moved onto the 
Boston Ballet where he stayed for five 
years. He and Shari were married in 
Boston. From there, the Allens moved 
to Montreal, where Todd joined Les 
Grands Ballets Canadiens. 


At that point, Allen received a call 
from Sims to tell him that she was 
retiring and wanted him to take over 
the Northwest Florida Ballet. The 
Allens moved back here in 1995 and 
Todd became the director of the NFB in 
1996. The NFB moved into its current 
building at the corner of Brooks and 
Perry Streets in Fort Walton Beach in 
2001-2002 and Allen became the CEO. 


In 2002, the NFB launched the 
Northwest Florida Ballet Académie. 
It operates in conjunction with the 
Okaloosa County School District and 
is a free (by audition) public school for 
grades 3-8 to all residents of Okaloosa, 
Walton, and Santa Rosa counties. The 
Académie can extend classical ballet 
training to populations that have 
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Northwest Florida Ballet CEO Todd Eric 
Allen. 


been historically underserved by the 
dance community. Besides required 
subjects, students study visual art, 
music, and French, and they have 
ballet classes everyday. The Académie 
has consistently placed among the 
top schools in the district with their 
standardized test scores. 


The NFB has many upcoming 
productions. Friday through 
Sunday, Nov. 17-19, the NFB 
presents the area’s only full-length 
production of the classical holiday 
ballet The Nutcracker at Mattie 
Kelly Arts Center in Niceville. On 
Dec. 22 and 23, NFB presents 
Lightwire Theatre’s A Very Electric 
Christmas at Destin United 
Methodist Church’s Life Center. 
It’s a production that will captivate 
all ages with its tale of family, 
friendship, and hope. NFB’s final 
production of the season is Peter 
Pan, March 3 and 4, 2018, at the 
Mattie Kelly Arts Center.

The recent weekend was almost spoiled by a 
threatened hurricane, but my family and I ventured 
out to La Crema Tapas & Chocolate in Rosemary 
Beach. They don’t accept reservations, and the 
restaurant fronts on a well-traveled street on the Gulf 
side of Rosemary Beach, so we were prepared to wait. 


La Crema has an outdoor patio with tables, some of 
which are under cover. There is also indoor seating. 
The sky was still grey and there were occasional drops, 
so we opted for indoors. We gave our name and phone 
number to a hostess and took a short stroll down to 
the beach to watch the red-flagged surf. 


She had promised a 10 to 15 minute wait, and we were 
called within the predicted time. We sat just inside, 
next to a window that afforded a view of the patio and 
the gradually improving weather. The interior is clean 
and bright, with white, wood and beige accents and 
an intimate cafe feeling. 


One half of La Crema’s menu offers tapas—Spanish- 
inspired small plates of savories, meant to be shared 
and consumed convivially. Listed are tapas plates, 
which correspond to appetizers in size, and “grande 
tapas,” which are more meal-sized. The other half of 
the menu offers chocolate. 


The restaurant serves from 11 a.m. to 9 p.m. daily, 
and the menu is the same all day, so you can dine 
light or more substantially. It’s okay to start with a 
little, then order more, like dim sum. There’s beer, 
wine and soft drinks, and a list of specialty coffees. 


This was our first visit. My six-year-old daughter Grace 
recently told me it was okay to call her the Tiny Diner, 
having asked me not to several weeks ago. I think her 
mind was changed when someone “recognized” her at 
a recent social gathering. The seduction of Fame... 


We were all pretty hungry, so we ordered two smaller 
tapas plates, and two grande tapas plates for lunch, 
reserving some room for the chocolate side of the 
menu. TD ordered a small cheese pizza. My wife and 
I chose marinated dried figs stuffed with honey goat 


cheese and wrapped in slices of Serrano ham, and 
crisp-fried Brussels sprouts tossed in a honey and 
sesame sauce. 


Both figs and sprouts were beautiful to look at, and 
exceedingly good to eat. The figs were like fruit and 
meat candy, with sweet, chewy, creamy and salty all 
playing together. The sprouts were the small kind, 
sweet, with an addictive crisp caramelized finish on 
the leaves. TD, who generally pretends vegetables 
don’t exist, piled in. We could have eaten another 
serving. 


Other tapas plates include a cheese plate with olives 
and almonds, Manchego fondue, honey goat cheese- 
stuffed piquillo peppers, assorted warm and cold 
salads, crispy fried potatoes with spicy aioli, and 
lobster - stuffed mushroom caps. The table next to 
us ordered the piquillos—they looked like a still-life 
painting. 


For our grande tapas, my wife got steak with 
chimichurri sauce (tangy, cool chopped fresh herbs 
and seasonings) and I went large with lamb “lollipops” 
with rosemary and fried potatoes. I don’t often get 
lamb, but I’d seen photos of this, and could not resist. 


Other grande tapas choices include Malaga shrimp, 
lobster tail with asparagus, crab cakes, fried spicy 
shrimp, blackened shrimp, seafood, country or 
vegetable paella, chili pork tacos, steak empanadas, 
and saffron scallops. 


When the meats came, I was impressed at the serving 
sizes—this was not toy food. I got four small chops, 
with a medium-rare lump of juicy, chewy lamb at the 
end of each, and some gnawing bites down the bone 
“handles.” The potatoes were crisp and hot. I parted 
with one for my wife, in exchange for a bite of her 
steak. The chimichurri ably countered the richness 
of the beef. TD’s pizza was hot and bubbly; she took 
half home. 


La Crema’s chocolate list offers chocolate soup, 
cinnamon churros with dipping chocolate, fondue, 
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chocolate and peanut butter or hot chocolate molten 
cake, salted caramel ice cream, chocolate espresso 


cookies, chocolate chip cookies, chocolate-dipped 
bacon, and layered ice cream and chocolate mousse. 
There’s also sipping chocolate, with assorted infusions. 


After consulting with TD, we chose the churros and 
the chocolate chip cookies. The crisp, beignet-like 
churros were fresh and hot, ridged to scrape up all 
the melted chocolate on the plate. The cookies were 
baked “rare,” and we all needed spoons to finish them. 


Tropical storms are no match for the power of tapas 
and chocolate.
